ward revision in the June no liv«.Htock ceilingH— which would mean higher across the coun- 
ter meat prices thnn prevailed on thnt date— and a posBibility aroHC that OPA's scheduled 
rcimiwaition of meat controls might be temporarily delayed. 

Trice Adminifltrator Porter has urged that the revived 
ceiling.s be kept as close as possible to the June 30 levels, but 
Anderson called for revisions which department officials esti- 
mated will mean an increase of about six cents a pound la 
the retail price of beef, aa compared with June 30 ccilinga, 

Anderson's action apparently caught OPA officials by stir- 
pnso, and there was no immodinto indication that the new 
livestock ceilings would go into effect at midnight tonight, as 
scheduled. Under present plana for staggering the effective 
date of the new controls throURh processors, wholesalers, etc., 
they are due to reach retail outlets on Sept. 9.

The oxcciillvc council of the Amerlcftn 
FedoraLlon ol Labor lia.s I'Ul loose with a blast 
at the Lea ((anll-Pdrlllo) bill that makoa 
the AFL crltlcLsm of even the Hobbs and Caso 
bills scpm letters of reMmmcndallon by com- 
parison. 

Thp counell anys the Lea bill represents 
"the lowest point In our history of national 
labor ieftislatlon," Never before, It slates, 
•'has jiny congress so arbHrarlly and com- 
pletely stnic): down the bnjlc right to atrllie 
for plainly lawful purposes." 

"While the Lea bill, with gccss unfairness, 
Glnglc^ out for attack a single union in a Jin- 
gle industry," the council statement eocn on, 
"it ftontalna principles and imposes restric- 
tions which, if upheld, would crush the free- 
dom of all American workers, . . the Amer- 
ican Federation of Musicians and its presi- 
dent, Mr. James Petrillo, are fighting for the 
liberties of every worker In this country and 
for the very existence of every trade union In 
the United States." 

A glance back at the Lea bill falls to reveal 
these horrors. It doesn't abrldse the right to 
strllce for plainly lawful purposes unless it 
has suddenly become lawful to "coerce, com- 
pel or constrain" a broadcaster to employ 
more persons than he needs in his broadcast- 
ing business, which the Lea bill prohibits Mr. 
petrillo from doing. 

The bill also prohibits Mr. Petrillo's collec- 
tion of royalties from the manufacturerlMit. 
recordings and transcriptions used In broad- 
casting. But that again Is a "lawful purpc-ie" 
only becftuse Mr. Petrillo and some of his 
adherents say that It Is. 

The AFL councH'fl contention that the 
principles and restrictions of the Lea bill 
threaten th" existence of trade unions and 
the liberties ot American workers also is 
questionable. For "every trade union in the 
United States" would have to impose similar 
conditions on employers to those imposed by 
Mr. Petnilo on the broadcasters before those 
principles and restrictions could apply. 

Since they are not Imposed, the AFL would 
oeem to be needlessly upset. The very fact 
that the Lea bill applies to a single Industry 
demonstrates the uniqueness of Mr. Petrillo's 
methods. 

And unless the AFX Is contemplating a de- 
. mand for paid "stand-ins" In all trades and 
crafts, or for royalty payments to the union 
. from all goods and services produced by its 
. members, then there is no apparent cause 
for alarm. ^ 
It la the fashion among some labor leaders 
■ to reject with horror the suggestion that any 
caprice of a union official might be con- 
trary to the public welfare, and to charge 
that any and all attempts to curb those ca- 
prices are deep consplraces to destroy the 
whole labor movement. But in this case the 
charge la so extravagant as to seem down- 
right foolish.
